In Monthly Meeting 

DR. PHILIP A. BOYER ADDRESSES 

MEMBERS ON CO-OPERATION 

IN SCHOOL IMROVEMENTS 

At the regular meeting of the Home 
and School Association which was held 
on February I'.'lrd. Dr. Philip A. Hover. 
Principal of the John .Marshall School 
of Philadelphia, spoke on the value of 
cooperat ion between the citizens of 
the Borough and the School authorities 
in meeting the present problem of pro- 
viding increased school facilities. He 
emphasized the fact that a Hume and 
School Association -- vital to the effec- 
tive working of any school system, ami 
paid a high tribute to Xarbertli be- 
cause of the fact that such an associa- 
tion was in existence, and actively 
pursuing 11 course of action which was 
designed to establish a school sysl. ,11 
second t in- among tin- boroughs of 

the State.

Recognize their opinions, and exerc.-e 
the greatest of care in placing your 
own in opposition to theirs." 

From Dr. Hover's pi i-sonal knowledge 
of school requirements, he said that 
"the most effective type of an. or- 
ganization of a school comes where vuii 
can center together large numbers of 
pupils. The facilities can be used to 

better advantage, and many ec< niies 

can be effis-ted in that way which are 
impossible if portions of a school are 
In widely separated sections of a com- 
munity. " 

Following his talk. l>r. Hover an- 
swered a iium.ber of questions on 1l:e 
subject, which showed that the citizens 
of the Borough are keenly alive to the 
importance of a correct decision of the 
matter in this critical period in N'ar- 
berth 's educational development. 

The meeting adjourned at ten o'clock, 
with the announcement that the March 
meeting of the Association would be 
held in the High School auditorium on 
the 2,'lrd of the month.

It was a great disappointment to 
the officers ..f the Home and School As- 
sociation last Thursday evening to have 
an attendance of only fifteen. True, 
a last minute change of plans for the 
program prevented an announcement i" 
"Our Town," but the date was set, 
and the program brought to the atten- 
tion of Narberth by other means. 

The existence of the Home anil 
School Association, or of any other 
body, .depends on the active interest 
of its members, nn.l on the co-operation 
of interested officials.

Instruction is to 
be given by the Pennsylvania State 
College Extension Service. Classes 

will be held in the Well Baby Clinic on 
Monday afternoons. Mothers desiring 
to attend will ha\e their children looked 
after at the same time. No charge 
will be made for the classes. They 
will start on Monday. April Mrd, 1022.
